To;  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Elham  Rural  District  Council: 

Ladies  and  Centlemen; 

It  is  my  honour  to  present  to  you  the  /uinual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  Elham  R\aral  District  for  the  year  19^8,  during 
which  period  Dr,  C,P,  Lynch  was  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Dr.  Lynch 
retired  at  the  end  of  February  after  serving  the  Authority  for  nearly  eleven 
years  and  we  wish  him  a long  and  happy  retirement, 

I apologise  for  the  belated  presentation  of  this  report,  due  principally 
to  staffing  difficulties,  now  fortunately  resolved  on  the  medical  side  by  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  J.Ll.T,  Graham,  v/ho  was  welcomed  as  Deputy  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  on  2nd  June,  19^9. 

The  vital  statistics  call  for  no  special  comiiient  but  members  are  asked 
to  bear  in  mind  that  they  relate  only  to  a comparatively  very  small  population 
and  no  trend  assessment  should  be  made,  or  in  fact  is  possible,  on  the  basis 
of  any  rise  or  fall  in  any  particular  statistic. 

Infectious  disease  notifications  showed  a considerable  decrease  compared 
with  the  figures  for  last  year  due  xvholly  to  the  decline  in  the  incidence  of 
measles  and  v^hooping  cough,  ?/hile  the  prevalence  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
district  can  nov/  be  presented  more  accurately  following  the  investigations 
carried  out  by  Dr,  J,  Spencer  Jones  and  his  staff. 

The  report  of  l£r.  Finn,  Surveyor  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
refers  to  the  environmental  health  activities  of  the  Depa.rtment  and  it  is 
gratifying  to  record  that  in  a widely  scattered  rural  area  such  as  ours 
nearl3r  99?c  of  the  total  number  of  d\7elling  houses  have  piped  water  supplies 
and  over  70^  are  connected  to  public  sewers. 

One  hundred  per  cent  meat  inspection  at  the  two  private  slaughterhouses 
was  achieved  to  the  credit  of  the  staff,  v;hile  in  the  matter  of  refuse 
Collection  comment  is  again  made  on  the  desirability  for  the  substitution  of 
weekly  collection  from  the  rear  of  premises  for  the  existing  fortnightly 
kerbside  collection  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  be  implemented  in 
the  near  future, 

Mr,  Chairm^an,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I am  sure  that  Dr,  Lynch  would  msh 
me  on  his  behalf  to  thank  you  and  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  and  other 
Council  staff  for  the  support  and  co-operation  afforded  him  during  19^8.

PROVISION  OE  HEilLTH  SERVICE 


(a) 


St,  Mary’s  Hospital,  Etchinghill,  situated  Virithin  the  Rural  District, 
provides  accoLimodation  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick  and  is 
administered  by  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board, 


Appropriate  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  maternity 
cases  and  infectious  diseases  are  provided  by  the  Board’s  Hospitals  else- 
where in  the  region. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities 


The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  undertakes  the  examination  of 
pathologica.1  and  other  specimens  as  well  as  the  routine  bacteriological 
examination  of  v;ater,  milk  and  other  samples. 


These  domiciliary  services  are  provided  by  the  Kent  County  Council 
v;hich  is  the  administrative  authority  for  them  in  the  R\aral  area.  The 
follov;ing  information  on  the  v/ork  of  the  services  during  I968  ha,s  been 
provided  by  the  County  Medical  Officer.

There  was  no  deaths  of  un-notified  cases  of  tuberculosis  during  the 


year 


Of  the  fourteen  patients  whose  names  were  removed  from  the  Register  during 
the  year,  three  male  patients  died  (although  pulmonary  infections,  in  no  instance 
was  a death  attributable  to  tuberculosis),  one  (male  pulmonary)  was  regarded 
as  recovered  and  one  (male  pulmonary)  removed  from  the  area;  the  remaining 
casenames  removed  and  the  adjusting  deduction  resulted  from  an  exhaustive  and 
detailed  check  of  the  Registers  undertaken  by  Dr,  J,  Spencer  Jones  in  conjunction 
with  the  staff  of  my  Department.  The  Annual  totals  previously  carried  over  from 
year  to  year  were  obviously  false  and  unrealistic  due  to  a number  of  reasons 
inter  alia  (1)  the  registers  had  been  operating  over  half  a century  probably 
without  even  having  been  checked  v/ith  the  clinic  registers,  (2)  there  has  never 
been  a statutory  obligation  for  patients  to  notify  change  of  address  with  the 
result  that  many  moved  and  became  lost  to  both  clinic  and  office  records.  Now 
a more  accurate,  and  fortunately  less  fearsome,  assessment  of  the  prevalence 
of  tuberculosis  can  be  presented. 

No  action  was  necessary  \jnder  the  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis) 
Regulations,  1952,  (regarding  tuberculous  persons  employed  in  the  milk  trade)  or 
Section  172  of  the  ^blic  Health  Act,  1936,  (regarding  the  compulsory  removal  of 
tuberculous  patients  to  hospital).

The  extension,  which  included  a small  pumping  station,  to  serve  Lympne 
Place  Prep,  School  and  some  adjoining  d.wellings  was  also  completed. 


Ministry  approval  was  sought  for  a fiurthor  extension  comprising  a 
sewage  pumping  station,  six  inch  sewer  and  rising  main  to  serve  Lympne  Airport, 
Lympne  Country  Club,  South  Coast  Welders  Ltd,,  Slqyfotos  and  some  adjoining 
houses , 


(b)  Cesspool  Enptyiri; 


Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  v/ith  one  1,200  gallon 
Ford-Eagle  emptier  and  by  hiring  one  vehicle  from  Messrs.  Purle  Bros.  Ltd, 
from  time  to  time,  when  the  delay  betyfeen  receipt  of  requests  to  empty 
cesspools  and  the  actual  emptying  became  excessive. 

No  separate  charge  was  Icviod  for  cesspool  emptying  and  no  limit 
was  impsoed  on  the  number  of  emptyings  per  cesspool.

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  London  Boroughs'  Management  Services  Unit 
was  engaged  to  prepare  a ‘'.Vork  Study  of  all  the  outside  staff,  but  in 
particular  the  Refuse  Collection  Service, 

It  is  hoped  that  following  full  investigation  spare  capacity  will 
become  available  and  that  it  will  be  possible  to  provide  a weekly  collection 
from  the  rear  of  premises,  the  need  for  i7hich  I have  reported  on  annually 
since  1964. 


Refuse  was  disposed  of  at  the  Blindhouse  Lane  Tip  which  has  almost 
reached  the  end  of  its  useful  life. 

During  the  year  joint  negotiations  were  entered  into  with  the  Boroughs 
of  Folkestone,  Dover  and  Hythe  and  the  Rural  District  Council  of  Dover  for 
the  provision  of  a refuse  destructor,  probably  at  Hawkinge,
